tions of rank, down to the meaneft politi­ 
cal empyric, a ftrangc mixture o f genius and 
dulneis, of upright view*, and o f criminal 
contrivance, is profufely b a tte r e d ; and if we 
now and then find Tome things to admire in 
the department o f literature, we are as often 
dilgutted with the objects exhibited in the 
pages o f biography and cfi tic i Im. 
N o c x - 
traordinaiy talents are neceffary to deline­ 
ate the t h a r a c W s o f m e n in the active ftenes 
o f life : we cafily purlue them to the field, 
or follow them to popular affemblies ; their 
actions, detailed in the occurrences of the 
' day, afford ample documents to the hifiorian 
and panegyri(t,indth" inquifitive mind frldoin 
labors in purfuit o f materials for voluminous 
w<,rks. 
M u c h more difficult it is to form 
a juft ettimate o f the characters o f men, who 
have moved only in the more tile ut retreats 
o f the cabinet : moll of their decisions are 
founded on t tic policy or laws o f nations ; 
they are therefore neceffaiily hidden Ire,in 
the world, and we IV Mo rn difcovrr the rea­ 
sons, which dictated them. 
T h e confe- 
quences o f their diplomatic or Senatorial 
agencies,though of tire utmofi impr/rtancr to

I his g ie a t pillar o f the A m eric an revo- 
lotion, and o f the A m erican character, was 
horn of parents, in rather moderate circum - 
ftances, at Braintree in Maffachufetts, O c ­ 
tober 19th 1*3 5. 
H is ancfftors were a- 
m o n g the founders o f N e w -England about 
the year 1630. 
H e early dilcovered an in­ 
clination to letter*, in which a ford father 
indulged I im ; and eventually lent him to 
Harvard univeifrty, where he graduated at 
the iifual time. 


Dc'dilute o f opulence, M r . A dam s im m e­ 
diately turned his attention to the lindy o f 
tile law, under the eye ot one o f the greateft 
legal c h a r g e r s 
in 
N e w - England. 
N o 
other profrftion was lo congenial to his dif- 
pofition. 
It is laid that, like 
L ock e and 
N ew to n , he did not at fill! appear to the 
heft advantage 
-b u t an habitual pcrfever* 
anre in ttudy. and a clofe attention to the 
other duties o f his profrftion, in a few years 
enabled him to rival his competitors. 
H e 
leldotn amulcd himfrlf with fanciful litera­ 
ture, except with that der. j f d from the heft 
claflic authors : His o b jrft was folic! learn- 
ing ; 
he never omitted to trace practical 
doctrines to their fountains, and to (lore his 
mind with the rralons o f their ex iftrncr— 
I he integrity of his heart was not Iola Con* 
fpicuousthan the acquirements o f his head; 
and for feveral years before he exchanged 
the bar for them o rr tumultuary berne* ct re­ 
volution, he was engaged in moft o f the im ­ 
portant legal difputes in various putts of 
N e w -E n g la n d . 


M r . A d a m s took an early and 
decide I 
part in the difputes between Grrat-B ritain 
A m eric a ; and 
filch 
was the 
c o r f . 'enee 
generally repofcd in him, that he w as able 
to moderate the paftions o f his Count vim n, 
and very frequently to fnatch his fellow 
citizens from that dangerous precipice,dow ii 
which they were about to 
plunge the rn- 
Rives : not that lie doubted the judice of 
their caufe— but he conceived 
that their 
rulhnels m ight either lead the rn to ruin, or 
prevent a reconciliation with the mother 
country, to which his labors were directed. 
But no ft oner had C i e at-Bi itain demanded 
14 unconttitutional fubiniflion,M and atturn d 
“ the right to hind us in ail r i f t s w h a t ­ 
ever,*’ than M r . 
A dam s 
reliftquifbcd all 
hopes o f accommodation, and e n d e a v o u r d 
to aw aken the public mind to a fenfe cl d an­ 
g er. 
Still he was able to Combine modera­ 
tion with firmntfs, and to avoid the ruin o f 
the caufe by difjointed and precipitant mra- 
i tires. 
V e r y difficult it was to reduce a 
great people to order, and to unite tile pow ­ 
er and r r i o u n e s c f a A lie n a tin g public ; — 
yet t Lr perfonal chai a f f o r d M r . A dam s in 
home meafure cfielfod all this. 
H e tften 
addn fuel his Countrym en through the m e ­ 
dium o f the public papers, and they confld- 
ercd him as their Oracle.

abo lid with a ttrrugth o f rearm in g , and 
w ith an animation of diction, very feloom to 
he traced in iimilar efforts o f the mind. His 
trcatifr on the Canon and Feudal laws,

In this w o ik is dif< overed a mind 
well Acred with ancient sad modem learn- 
in g — a vigour not a l l a y s manifefted by men 
o f letters, and a reflitudc o f principle, which 
difilofcd his frelm ga fi 1 his country. 
W h i l e the (torn o f war was ready to hurl) 
over us, and the public mind extrem ely agi­ 
tated, M r . A d a m s was called to aft a v*ry 
delicate and unpopular part in the defrrxe 
of a British Caj lain, and a party o f IV 1 ti Ila 
foldiers ; who, on the memorable /th ot 
M a r d i , 1 7 7 0 , flied on the citizen! o* Boden 
1 — feveral of whom were killed, aud many 
I others either daugeroufly or m ortary woum - 
cd. 
T h e offenders were arretted— arraigned 
before tile highcft Court o f Judicature in 
M a AY ch ii feu s , and tried for the crime o f 
wilful 
murder. 
M r. A d a m s 
well Knew 
their innocence— and that the dtath cl the 
unhappy citizens was either accidental, or 
I in fe if-d d Y n ir — s et they were t u b e tried 
I by a Jury, drawn from the town o f Boden 
and its vicinity, whofe minds were poifot.ed 
1 by that Contagion, which .spread like ligh t­ 
ning through the country— and who viewed

poled in ftrong terms by many, and particu­ 
larly by M r. l>ic kin fen. the author of the 
celebrated Farmer** Utters, a Committee 
was appointed to report a declaration, corn- 
pofed of Mr. Adams, Mr. Jt ffrrfon, and 
fume other leading men. 
In the Committee 
the points were difcuffcd and arranged, and 
M r. Jefferfon was deputed to Commit the 
feutime.nti of the Committee to w riting; 
*i)d before the inftrument wa*; preferred to 
Congrefs, it was examined and amended by 
M r. Adams and others. 
I arn the more 
particular on this point, ai the friend! of 
M r. Jefferfon have a l i n e d him to be the 
author of this declaration. 
A ftrr this bate­ 
ment of fert», the reader will judge who 
had the greatcft (hire iii it, and to whom the 
great/ ft merit is due for our National Inde­ 
pendence. 
'I he ftyle and competition of 
this declaration have provoked levere criti- 
tiftn i— though very probably they arc illi­ 
beral. 
While M r. Adams war in the department 
of war, where he was unwearied in the flip. 
port of the caille, he fuargeird and prepared 
the terms offered to France as contained in 
the Treaty of 1778. The fate of this trea. 
ty ; and the v io lato r of it by the French re­ 
public, are but too well known* 
He was in the year 1780 cuffed into the 
Mairachufetts Convention, which convened 
to form a Confutation and a Hill of Hights. 
T he plan adopted, was fuggefted and pre­ 
pared by Mr. Adams ; and the world will 
judge of his talents by the folid principles 
contained in this great political charter.— 
H e was appointed Chief Judice of the Crft 
Supreme, Judicial Court, which emanated 
f^ein this c o n n ip tio n — but the important 
•'lairs of his country loon drew him from 
that flation. 
A s th* elUblifhment of peace was in con­ 
templation as early as the year '8o or '8 i , 
h r was Tent to Europe with full powers to 
afiift at any conference, which might be 
opened to put a period to the war. 
H e was 
foon after appointed to reprefent the United 
States as their Minifler Plenipotentiary to 
tjieir H igh MightinrfTes tile States-General 
In Holland, with powers to nrgociate a loan. 
Never, perhaps, did he exhibit greater ad- 
drefs and talents than in this hazardous 
negotiation* 
I he F.nglifh Miiufter was in 
full confidence at tile H ague, and there was 
an evident majority in the Statrs-Ceneral 
agami! any Convention with this country. 
M r . Adams was therefore obliged, for fume 
months, to difguile himfelt, aud Ins inten­ 
tions, except to two or three confidential 
ftirru’s. 
A* the prtiod of eteAion for the 
pew States-General was near at hand, Pome- 
w h at ti mil sr to*mir Ccngrcflional efeAions, 
he e m p lo jcd himfelf in the mean time in 
o a m p W u , (Kidit (Ted to the peopte of the 
United Provinces ; importing that an A m e­ 
rican Minifler was experted loon to arrive, 
for the parboil* of forming a connexion be­ 
tween the two c o u n tr ie s ;— that the contd! 
for liberty in Am erica was I* in ii a r to the 
• n e , which, ended iu the trerdoni of Hollaed ; 
-•-that a treaty with the U nited States 
would open new aveuiiei to commerce, and 
be productive of immenfe wealth. 
H e did 
hot r e g lert to remind the people of thole 
men, who w r i t r p p o fed to the U n io n , and 
endeavoured to ii'fftiericc th e n to vote for 
fnch members of the Statei-Gencral, as 
voiddI agree to give their fupport to Ame- 
- rte an liberty. T h eir writing? had their d u ­

T 
H E conferences opened at Paris with 
the Envoy! of the United States zre at 
prrfert fufpended; sud there is little Iirprol 
their beingfuccefsfullyrcfumcdforfeme time. 
It appears that the powers veftcd in the E n ­ 
voys are too limited to enable them to con- 
ilude a treaty which (hall give the feme ad­ 
vent:* ge to the Krpiiblic as *foIe granted to 
the Englilh hythetreaty mate w ith M». Jay. 
France choofes rather to dei line treating w ith 
the United States, than to fanrtioti the pri­ 
vileges which they have accorded to her 
enemy* 
T h e queftiott in difptite will appear from 
the follow ing particulars. 
The United States and England, by the 
15th article of their treaty, mutually dip* 
ufete a free entrauce into their refpertive 
ports, with complot* protcrticn to the j>ri- 


v n e erf, and Hi ip* af war of th* tvr« coun­ 
tries, and the prizes taken from their ene­ 
mies. 
A nd they engage never to conrlude 
a treaty extending *hc faire favour to ary 
nation at war 
with 
either of the cofi- 
tr a r t ir f parties. 
The treaty of 1778, be­ 
tween Frai ce and the United States having 
been anralled by the latt-r, and now r-gar- 
drd as if it never exiled, thr) .conceive that 
they cannot give 
t h e feme privilege* to 
France without violating their treat) with 
England. 
I he French Hi pi'Die dees l ot 
frrrn ct'.poftu to ratify, to her own fifju- 
dice, and in favour cif the Engtifh, her ere 
rn it sand rivals, a preceeding lo i n e x p e r t . 
on the part r f the Americans, with whom 
(lie recently made a cen mon caafe ag a it: ft 
thvfe vciy eneniies, direrted to the fame 
cbjcrt for which France herfelf is now at 
W a r — the attainment of liberty and ii.de. 
pendrnee. 
It is unfortunate that the U ni­ 
ted States To 
precipitately annulled tie 
treaty of 1778. 
They, themfelvee, now 
repent that they were induced to take that 
(hp, as it deprives them of the power cf 
giving to France or any uther country the 
feme advantages which they have conferred 
on the# English* 
l l err diplrn atifc agents 
rn.uft have been very fl ort (ighttd, cr vciv 
partial to the interef s of England 
cr their 
envoys inuft give a wrong interpetaticn to 
their inflri rtiers, arc! the treaty alluded to ; 
tince it appears that France, tv nouncing the 
Haims flic may have frrm the piicrity of 
the treaty of 1778,Bow offers to treat with­ 
out demanding any ether advantage than 
than thofe enjoycd by tf.e Englif),, and which 
they have cxercifeddurir.g the prefent war ; 
and the ambaffadors mtft come with a vei v 
bad grace to negcciate a peace, if they air 
not vetted with power to accede to thofe con­ 
ditions. 
The negotiation was opened on the part cf 
the French Lonimiflloners on the fuppotition 
that the treaty of 1778 was {fill in force. 
It was, indeed, natural to fuppofc that the 
two nations never having been in a Hate of 
war with each other, this treaty could rot 
have been annulled without the confent cl 
both ccnr.tries ; and in this point of view it 
was that the French ccirniiflioners offered 
an indemnification to the Americans, by 
admitting the principle of ccmpeafation for 
illegal captures. 
I hey even proceeded further ; infield of 
demanding from the Americans the indef­ 
inite guarantee of the French colonics, the 
article of the treaty which was mcft difed- 
vantagfotis to the former, ti ey agreed to th** 
iubttitution c f a fpecial g u m m e r , fuch as 
appears to be contained in the inftitrtiors 
cf the preceding ambafradors, according to 
the copy of them publiftifd by Cc r g refs__ 
Hut the Amebean envoys were net autho­ 
r e d to renew this treaty, even after re­ 
trenching the article refpcdlirg the guaran­ 
tee of the French Iffeaus. 
France, there­ 
fore conceived herfelfexempted from the 
obligation o f ccmpenfatirg for the captures; 
the Americans thmfelves having,by abroga­ 
ting the treaty, deflrcyrd the hafts rn which 
only their claim could hav* been founded.
